Sierra Madre 
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The Food Future 

A lot of people are trying to do it, but it seems dif¬ 
ficult to fault President Ford meaningfully for his forth- 
rights, Churchillian approach to the nation’s condition 
today. 

Unemployment will, he warned us frankly, rise to 
about 8 per cent and stay there for several years. His 
blllion-dollar-a-day budget will be out of balance by some 
$52 billion unless Congress approves his admittedly un¬ 
popular spending cuts. 

The crisis in the steel and automobile industries is well 
known. So is the inflationary situation at the neighbor¬ 
hood market. Since the latter affects everyone, employed 
or unemployed, the magazine “Money” undertook a survey 
of the 1975 outlook for food prices. Some of its findings; 

Fruit: Despite abundant crops in some areas the 
prediction is the familiar “up.” Increased marketing prices, 
for one thing, tend to overcome a supply increase that 
normally would bring costs down. 

Potatoes/rice: One area of good news. Potato prices 
will rise slightly but not greatly as last fall’s record crop 
is gobbled up by potato-hungry buyers. Rice should stay 
cheaper. 

Sugar: Out of this world. 

Meet: While feed prices stay up, meat is apt to cost 
less because high feed prices force early sell-off of herds. 

Vegetables: Up, because grains are now a better 
income crop. 

Fish: Lower prices holding because of vast quantities 
laid in during meat shortage. 

Dairy products: Up more sharply than general food 
prices, if that is possible. 

Bread/cereals: Little expectancy of reduction. 

And so it goes. We aren’t yet at a point of austerity, 
nationally, but neither does prosperity seem just around 
the corner. There is a great deal to be done, by govern¬ 
ment and by the private sector. 

At least the President has been honest with us about 
what we face. 

The First 30 Days 

Governor Edmund G. “Jerry” Brown has finished a 
month in office and the world has neither come to an 
end nor been set straight, as campaign friends and de¬ 
tractors predicted. 

Brown has confounded some, puzzled others, con 
firmtxi a number of views and generally played his own 
game, as close to the vest as possible. 

The new administration’s key first month appointees 
— in goodly number — are strongly anti-establishment 
and conservationist oriented. There is little question 
that those institutions, individuals, industries and com¬ 
panies which are regulated or governed by the various 
state boards and agencies will discover they are in a 
whole new ball game. 

The fiscal iwlicies enunciated by Brown have coti- 
foundcHl .some of the doctrinaire liberals but undoubtedly 
have won wide public supi>ort. The Governor has put a 
tight rein on spending and his call for performance 
ahead of dollars will be popular. 

All in all, the Governor has launched a fiscally honest, 
liberally oriented administration under the direction of 
activists. It is an intellectually honest beginning. 

The People Must Know

I get into some running battles with Conser\atives 
as well as Liberals. I have written and said, for the last 
six months there was no iwssibility Nelson Rockefeller 
as Vice President, would replace President Ford, and 
Rockefeller would not set'k the Republican nomination 
for President in 1976. 

Further, it was ridiculous for people to suppose Presi¬ 
dent Ford would resign the Pn'sidency, or give it up 
under any circumstances short of President Ford’s death 
in office. 

I have written and said that Mr. Rockefeller, now 66 
years of age, could not ixissibly get the Republican nomin¬ 
ation in 1976 and by 1980 he would l>e much too old to 
even think about being Pivsident. 

Now, Mr. Rockefeller has publicly announced that 
he does not expect to be President, will support President 
Ford in 1976 and under no consideration will he be a 
candidate for President in 1980. 

Now it didn't take any political brains to figure this 
out. But most conservatives just don’t have any political 
brains to begin with. The real cancer in the country is 
the liberal paranoia, not the conservative hallucinations. 

Politically I have always opposed Nelson Rockefeller. 
I opposed him in favor of U.S. Senator Robert A. Taft 
in one national convention, and in favor of U.S. Senator 
Barry Goldwater in another national convention. So what? 

But tmiay, in 1975, I believe that Vice President Nelson 
Rockefeller not only has one of the best minds for govern¬ 
ment in America, but I also believe he is totally dedicated 
to the best interests of all the people in Ameriea. 1 fur¬ 
ther think we are lucky to have Rockefeller as Vice Presi¬ 
dent, he doesn’t need us as much as we need him. 

The Los Angeles Times ran two lead stories, one about 
who was going to resign. Sheriff Pitchess or County Super¬ 
visor Baxter Ward. Another about who Mayor Bradley 
was supporting for the State Senate, Assemblyman Bill 
Gretm or Community College Board member Kenneth Wash¬ 
ington. Both stories were bunk and drivel. Who the hell 
cares? These two bnihas were like five kindergarten chil¬ 
dren fighting over four all-day suckers. 

Cutting Taxpayers 

The jx)litical game is nearly always the same — how 
to make the most votes out of a problem while purporting 
to deal with it. Congress is providing a beautiful il- 
lusrtation of the art at the moment playnig with a pro- 
posixi House Ways and Means Committee tax cut that 
will slice up taxpayers with their bologna knife. 

President Ford introduced a tax cut proposal which 
while perhaps not perfect would have granted everyone a 
12 per cent cut up to a $10(X) maximum refund, an ob¬ 
vious economic stimulant. 

Ways and Means puts a limit of $200 on low Income 
refunds with a limit of $100 in the middle income brackets. 

The plan, obviously is to take away from the middle 
and high incomes and give a little pittance to the poor. 

The nation’s economy is in enough of a mess without 
the interminable political jockeying for votes that is ac¬ 
companying congressional inaction on the subject. The fact 
Is that if the economy doesn’t improve a lot of con¬ 
gressmen might find out they couldn’t buy votes after all.

YOV AND 
THE LAW 

Certain objects such as 
blackjacks, sawed-off shot¬ 
guns, and metal kne,v.ckles 
are considered deadly w'ea- 
pons by their very nature. 
These objects are weapons 
ordinarily a.ssociated wdth 
criminal activity and there¬ 
fore the California Legisla¬ 
ture has made their mere 
passe.ssio.n mnlawful. There 
are other objects, such as 
gasdon iioes, canes, or base¬ 
ball bats which, are not con¬ 
sidered weapons when 'used 
for the purp»ose normally 
intended. However, if two 
men begin a fist fight and 
one of tlicm pirks up a gar¬ 
den hoe and' advance.? on 
the other, that garden hoe 
may veiy welt become a 
deadly weapon. 

Generally, whenever an 
object has the capacity for 
being used to iTiflict death 
or great bodly injiury, and 
its posse.ssor intends such a 
lUise shooild the circum¬ 
stances require, that object 
may be Considered a deadly 
weapon. 

In order to curtail the use 
of weapons, the Legislature 
has taken steps thrc'ughout 
the law to provide increased 
sentcinces in offenses w'here 
deadly weapons are u.sed. 
P’or example, a simple mis¬ 
demeanor assault can be 
elevated to a felony offense 
if a deadly weapon is in¬ 
volved. The law also speci¬ 
fies that a burglary or rob¬ 
bery committed while the 
.suspect is armed' with a 
deadly weapon elevates the 
crime to one of lirst degree 
and provides for a more 
.severe penalty. 

These laws deserve the 
popular support of all law ; 
abiding citizens, since they 
are intended to protect the 
comirifiinity from violence 
and injury.

Senator Richardson: One 
of the hottest issues facing 
the California State Legisla¬ 
ture is collective bargaining 
for public employees. The 
bill has been introduced. It 
is Senate Bill 27.5 (Dills). 
Senator John Stoll (R-San 
Diego), our guest today, has 
l>een very outspoken and 
has asked some rather pene¬ 
trating qiiestion.s on collec¬ 
tive bargaining. One of the 
ciuestions he asked is, "A .3 
members of an employees’ 
union or organization, will 
public employees be forced 
to contribute to the union or 
organization poltical - action 
fund, which in turn wouild 
contribute to the poltical 
campaigns of the same offi¬ 
cials with whom they subse- 
quentliy must bargain col¬ 
lectively?” John, may we 
have your comments, 

•Senator Stull: The answer 
to this is contained* in SB 
275, whioh mandates an 
agency shop. This bill would 
create a Ca.se whore teachers, 
who contributed something 
like $535,(X)0 to legislator.^ 
in the last campaign, and 
.'tato employees, who contri¬ 
buted a slightly less amount, 
would btr locking themselves 
in and buying their way to 
.power. In an agency .shop a 
peson must pay tlie union 
d'ues whether he wants to 
join the union or not. His 
dues are then contributed to 
campaigns and the cycle of 
irower keeps going around*. I 
think that this is an un¬ 
conscionable approach, and 
a deal, and .should be op- 
po.sed by all thinking ]x>ople. 

Senator Richad.son: So we 
would not have an em¬ 
ployer - em,ployeo relation¬ 
ship as in the .sense of pri¬ 
vate bu.sine.ss, where an em¬ 
ployer deals with tlic em¬ 
ployees over the employer's 
ability to pay benefits. We 
would liave state employees, 
and in their ca.se the em¬ 
ployer hapiMjns to be state 
legislators, many of wliom 
vote on br'inefit legi.slation 
and wlio often are the direct 
henefieiarios of labor or¬ 
ganizations’ monetary .sup¬ 
port for re-election. In other 
words, we would have a 
whole new set of circum- 
staitiees h^ro, wouldn’t w'e?
